Hall explains. 
This keeping "heads above water” 
was accomplished with the con­ 
struction of five elementary schools, 
a high school, and an addition to 
the College of Marin.

"We’re just beginning to feel the 
effects of the two hundred fifty 
million dollar State public school 
building fund set up last year,*’ Dr, 
Hall said. 
ALL GET STATE AID 
There isn’t a district in Marin 
county. Dr. Hall pointed out, that 
has done or is planning school con­ 
struction work without state assis­ 
tance.

"Our childrens’ education suffers 
when we have to resort to these 
measures.”

According to state law, school dis­ 
tricts cannot be hpnded to more 
than five per cent of their assessed 
valuation. In order to obtain state 
money. Dr. Hall explained, districts 
had to reach this limit.

assessments

year the school districts can bond 
themselves to five per cent of the 
increase.

Garety said O’Rourke was be­ 
lieved to be in Ohio conferring with 
the national commander of the 
Comrades of the Purple Heart, the 
organization he said he represented. 
Craven has not been seen since San 
Rafael police stopped the four from 
soliciting on San Rafael streets on 
December 22. 
"We’d like to know where O’­ 
Rourke is,’’ Garety said, and added 
that he was trying to locate the 
two men. 
Garety asked any San Rafael res­ 
idents who bought poppies from 
these men to contact him at the 
county courthouse. He said he hopes 
to get more information about %4he 
representations made by the four. 
Ohief of Police Frank Kelly said 
two of the men collected $90 in 
about an hour and a half. 
The complaints were based, the

Cahill, out of town and unavail­ 
able for comment until today, issued 
a statement setting forth his reason* 
for voting against the rehiring of 
Bliss to the $6,000-a-year post for 
another five year period were: 


"first and foremost, failure of 
Bliss to carry out specific instruc­ 
tions of the board, and, second, the 
need for a superintendent with more 
experience in classroom teaching, 
rather than in the higher levels of 
administration, physical education, 
and public relations.”

At the same time the board 
members stressed that they are 
“just making comparisons” of costs 
to use city facilities as compared 
with possible installation of their 
own treatment plant or some other 
New Schools Meet Only Most 
Pressing Demands In Marin 


By ART HENRY 
Marin’s school system opened 30 
new elementary classrooms in 1051. 
It enrolled 1,007 more students than 
in 1050—•enough to fill 33 class­ 
rooms. 
And that is the status of the 
Marin school construction picture 
as seen by County Superintendent 
of Schools Wallace W. Hall. 
“These new schools won’t do 
more than just meet our most 
pressing needs . . . We are just 
keeping our heads above water,” Dr. 
Hall explains. 
This keeping “heads above water” 
was accomplished with the 'Con­ 
struction of five elementary schools, 
a high school, and an addition to 
the College of Marin. * 
Total expense for school build­ 
ings completed during 1051 was 
$3.016,045, with $1,543,305 con­ 
tributed from state school funds. 
“We’re just beginning to feel the 
effects of the two hundred fifty 
million dollar State public school 
building fund set up Iasi year,” Dr. 
Hall said. 
ALL GET STATE AID 
There isn’t a district in Marin 
county. Dr. Hall pointed out, that 
has done or is planning school con­ 
struction work without state assis­ 
tance. 
And that Is just where problems 
can, and probably will, arise, the 
superintendent declared. 
The state fund is just about 
exhausted, though much is already 
allotted to Marin schools for this 
and next year, and school enroll­ 
ments everywhere continue to in­ 
crease. 
Nearly 22,000 Marin residents, 
children, youths, and adults, en- 
rolled In Marin’s public schools last 
falj, according to figures compiled 
by Dr. Hall’s offigt. This is one out 
of every four persons in the county. 
Dr. Hall pointed out that this 
figure represents a 17 per cent in­ 
crease over the 18,731 enrolled in 


11950. Greatest increase—but not re­ 
flecting greatest need for buildings 
—was In the adult classes where en­ 
rollment jumped 40 per cent. 
Increases in birth rates during the 
late 1940's and increased migration 
to Marin county will continue to 
boost the school population. 
DOUBLE SESSIONS 
Whenever the number of child­ 
ren in a district exceeds the class­ 
room seats available, Dr. Hall ex­ 
plained, the schools must start 
holding double session classes, or 
must hold classes in churches or 
other buildings not suited for school 
purposes. 
“Our childrens’ education suffers 
when we have to resort to these 
m easures, ” Dr. Hall said. 
According to state law, school dis­ 
tricts cannot be hpnded to more 
than five per cent of their assessed 
valuation. In order to obtain state 
money, Dr. Hall explained, districts 
had to reach this limit. 
As assessments increase each 
year the school districts can bond 
themselves to five per cent of the 
increase. But they can’t expect 
anywhere near enough money that 
way, said the county superintendent. 
Since there are no plans for in­ 
creasing the district’s taxable limit, 
“there is only one place to go,” said 
Dr. Hall. That place is the state 
treasury. 
OBLIGATION BY STATE 
“More people are realizing,” Dr. 
Hall said, “that the state has an 
obligation in education; that each 
child is entitled to a minimum edu­ 
cation program and the only way 
to insure it is with state funds.” 
Since the state school construc­ 
tion fund is almost empty there are 
two avenues: 
t 
1—Someone can start a move­ 
ment for another bond issue. 
2—The Legislature can appropri­ 
ate money for school buildings from 
current budgets. Dr. Hall suggested 
that the $100,000,000 surplus un- 
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covered last week could be used for 
school building. 
Marin county’s stake in state 
school money can be demonstrated 
by the schools built last year and 
planned for coming years. 
Completed and in use are the 
Santa Venetia, Sun Valley, Green- 
brae. Deer Park, and Tamalpais 
Valley elementary schools,. Sir 
Francis Drake high school and an 
art building at College of Marin. 
.BUILDINGS LISTED 
The list of schools planned reads 
almost like a list of school districts. 
It includes; 
A new school in Tiburón for the 
Reed district; Strawberry Point 
school and addition to the Tamal­ 
pais Valley school in the Mill Valley 
district; Manor school and ad­ 
ditions to Fairfax Grammar am! 
Deer P^rk schools in Fairfax; ad­ 
ditions to the Greenhrae and Kent- 
field schools in the Kentfield dis­ 
trict; a Corte Madera school in the 
Larkspur district; Olive Avenue 
school and addition to the Marion 
street school in Novato; Slefpy 
Hollow school and a d d i t i o n to 
Yolansdale school in San Anselmo;

ONLY KEEPING U# 
This is an impressive list, Dr. 
Hall said, but it wfil do no more 
than keep up with the enrollment 
increases expected for the next four 
to five years. 
’And it may take that long to get 
these schools built,” he added. 
Dr. Hall doubted that restrictions 
on steel and other buildir.g ma­ 
terials would se rio u s ly hamper 
school building. Though some school 
buildings may be slowed by short­ 
ages, defense officials recognize 
that schools are as essential to our 
nation’s security as bombs, 


solution.

Solicitors Are 
Charged By 0. A. 
Complaints charging four Purple 
Heart solicitors with falsely repre­ 
senting a bona fide veterans’ organ­ 
ization were issued today by Deputy 
District Attorney Roger Garety. 
Two of the men, Jacob Norton, 52, 
and Donald Glendon, 51, appeared 
voluntarily this morning and were 
booked at the county jail. The other 
two, Emmett O'Rourke, 51, and Har­ 
ry Craven were reported as npissing 
this morning. 
Garety said O’Rourke was be­ 
lieved to be in Ohio conferring with 
the national commander of the 
Comrades of the Purple Heart, the 
organization he said he represented. 
Craven has not been seen since San 
Rafael police stopped the four from 
soliciting on San Rafael streets on 
December 22. 
“We’d like to know where O’­ 
Rourke is,” Garety said, and added 
that he was trying to locate the 
two men. 
Garety asked any San Rafael res­ 
idents who bought poppies from 
these men to contact him at the 
county courthouse. He said he hopes 
to get more information about %4he 
representations made by the four. 
Chief of Police Frank Kelly said 
two of the men collected $90 in 
about au hour and a half. 
The complaints were based, the 
district attorney said, on a section 
of the state penal code which pro­ 
hibits anyone from representing 
hinjself as a solicitor for an accept­ 
ed veterans’ organization unless he 
actually works for it. 
He said these men represented, 
though indirectly, that they were 
members of The Military Order of 
the Purple Heart.

Actually, Garety said, the Com­ 
rades of the Purple Heart were with 
the other organization, but broke 
away from it several years ago. 
In a letter from Fresno received 
by the Independent-Journal today, 
O’Rourke defended his actions and 
stated the group “was organized in 
1933 and incorporated under its 
present name in 1945 under the laws 
of the state of Ohio.

with his partner, Mac Mekeel, own­ 
ers of the bowl. 
The new owners of Drake bowl 
are carrying on the traditional fund 
raiser tor the fight against polio In 
sponsoring the fifth March of Dimes 
“shoot.” The “shoot” lias increased 
its donation annually by approxi­ 
mately $100. Last year the total con­ 
tribution was $562. Whitaker and 
his committee expect to boost this 
by another $100 this year and hope 
for more. As Whitaker pointed out, 
the need this jrear is three times 
as great due to the more than triple 
case load due to epidemics. 
The March of Dimes shoot works 
in this way: 
Normally, the cost of three games 
is one dollar, but if you enter the 
shoot you pay two dollars for the 
three games. One dollar goes to the 
March of Dimes and ten percent of 
the other dollar is added to the 
drive against polio, the proprietors 
keeping just enough to stay in busi­ 
ness, since the majority of the bowl­ 
ers are regular customers. . 


Merchants throughout the coupty 
are contributing prizes totalling 
some hundreds of dollars. 
To enter the “shoot” it is only 
necessary to go to the Drake Bowl, 
pay the fee of two dollars for three 
games and bowl. This can be done 
at any time and as often as one 
wishes.

“shoot” at 8 pm. tomorrow night.

Marin’s happy homelife took a 
beating last year if records passing 
through

Clerk 
George 
Jones* office are any indication. 
There was an increase of about 
15 per cent in number of divorces 
granted. On the other hand 11 few­ 
er couples decided to get married. 
Jones issued 857 marriage licensee 
last year and 668 In 1950. He noted 
323 divorces granted in 1951 and 
308 in 1950. 
Divorces appear to be on the 
upgrade, according to Jones’ fig­ 
ures. 
For the number of divorces 
filed increased some 58 from 393 to 
485. 
Civil disputes, each involving at 
least one Marin resident, showed 
the greatest increase. Six hundred 
seventy-nine persons took their dif­ 
ferences into Marin Superior court 
in 1951. almost twice the 377 who 
asked the court to settle their dis­ 
putes in 1950. 
Marinites probably were a little 
more on the peaceful side when it 
came to brushes with the law. There 
was an increase in criminal actions 
filed, 115 in 1950 to 127 in 1951, but 
it was not great. 
More persons decided to become 
United States citizens last year than 
the year before: 69 to 52. And just 
a few more wills were filed with 
Jones: 398 to 395.

A T L A N T I C C I T Y (U.R>—The 
United Steelworkers Union (CIO) 
today postponed until late next 
month an industry-wide strike that 
would cripple defense production. 
A special convention of the pow­ 
erful union bowed to two appeals 
by President Truman to 'postpone 
the strike while the government in­ 
vestigates its demand for an 18Va­ 
cant wage increase. 
The union agreed to a postpone­ 
ment until 45 days after the Wage 
Stabilization Board begins hearings 
on the steelworkers*' contract fight 
with the industry. 
The WSB wiH hold a preliminary 
session Monday and is expected to 
begin* formal hearings Jan. 0 or 10. 
That would make the strike dead­ 
line Feb. 24 or 25. 
■ 
“We are not foregoing our right 
to strike,” the union said in a reso­ 
lution which blasted the steel com­ 
panies for “high-handed refusal to 
bargain” on its demands. Conven­ 


tion delegates hotly scored the steel­ 
makers before approving the resolu­ 
tion. 
Although Mr. Truman asked only 
for postponement — not abandon­ 
ment—of the union’s strike plans, 
he said he will “use every law on 
the books” to maintain vitally-need­ 
ed steel production. 
The president referred the case to 
the board Dec. 22 for recommenda­ 
tions on settlement terms. At the 
time, he made his first request for 
uninterrupted production. 
Mr. Truman renewed his appeal 
yesterday in a letter to Philip Mur­ 
ray, president of both the CIO and 
the steel union, in which he said 
the “national interest” required the 
workers to stay on the job.

Drug addiction has been much in 
the news the last few months. Re­ 
ports of school-age children In 
danger of becoming addicts should 
make everyone recognize the great 
danger to society from this habit. 
There is need for more people to 
learn the underlying causes of this 
serious disorder, and also the ways 
to cure it. 
UNDERLYING REASON 
Why do people become addicts? 
The underlying reason almost al­ 
ways has to do with a personality 
problem. Usually, people who be­ 
come addicted are the pleasure- 
seeking type, or else they have 
psychoneurotic personalities. It is 
extremely rare to find an addict 
who is an emotionally normal, ma­ 
ture person. 
It is a strange fact about addic­ 
tion that persons who learn about 
drugs and begin their use through 
associating with addicts are much 
more likely to become addicts them­ 
selves thab are persons who receive 
the drugs from a doctor to relieve 
pain. Addiction is something like e 
contagious disease, usually spread­ 
ing from person to person. 


ANOTHER DANGER 
There is another danger, too— 
the use of one drug commonly leads 
to others. Thus, most marijuana ad­ 
dicts eventually become addicted to 
morphine or heroin. 
Some types of drugs, when first 
used, create a feeling’ of ease and 
comfort in the individual. They 
have the effect of reducing emo­ 
tional tension, as the nerves .are 
falsely rested. Worries vanish, and 
the Individual taking the drug can 
dream and put off the time of deci­ 
sion until tomorrow. 
Many addicts have a feeling that 
drugs increase their efficiency. Ac­ 
tually, 
addicting drugs 
decrease 
mental efficiency, and do not in­ 
crease courage or physical prowess. 
What happens where morphine is 
suddenly withdrawn from the ad­ 
dict? Eight to fourteen hours after 
his last dose of morphine he be­ 
comes restless and tosses in his 
sleep. Then his eyes begin to water, 
his nose “runs, ’ he perspires and 
yawns excessively. Goose pimples 
appear, and the pupils of the eyes 
dilate. His breathing is heavy, and 
his blood sugar is lowered. The per­ 
son becomes increasingly restless 
and, in some cases, the arms, legs, 
and feet twitch almost constantly. 
He has sevege muscle cramps, back­ 
ache, 
and 
generalized 
aches 
throughout the body. 
These severe symptoms eventually 
pass off. but not before five to seven 
days after the last dose of morphine. 
Withdrawal of barbiturates brings 
somewhat similar symptoms, and in 
serious cases may endanger life even 
more than morphine. 


Morphine and other addicting 
drugs can cause a complete mental 
and physical demoralization. Their 
effects are so serious that treatment 
is rarely successful unless It is under 
the direction of specialists in a hos­ 
pital. The Federal Government sup­ 
ports two such hospitals which spec­ 
ialize in curing addiction, one at 
Lexington, Kentucky, and the other 
at Ft. Worth, Texas. 
Modern treatment avoids the se­ 
vere symptoms described above. It 
withdraws the addicting drug slowly 
by substituting less harmful drugs. 
The other important part of the 
program is mental and psychiatric 
treatment for the personality diffi­ 
culty which Is at the bottom of the 
drug habit. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
EM.: Will any special diet help 
mental illness? 
Answer: There is no definite evi­ 
dence that diet will have any spec­ 
ial effect on a mental disorder.

Goose pimples 
appear, and the pupils of the eyes 
dilate. His breathing is heavy, and 
his blood sugar is lowered. The per­ 
son becomes increasingly restless 
and, in some cases, the arms, legs, 
and feet twitch almost constantly. 
He has severe muscle cramps, back­ 
ache, and. generalized aches 
throughout the body. 
These severe symptoms eventually 
pass off, but not before five to seven 
days after the last dose of morphine. 
Withdrawal of barbiturates brings 
somewhat similar symptoms, and in 
serious cases may endanger life even 
more than morphine. 


Morphine and ’ other addicting 
drugs can cause a complete mental 
and physical demoralization. Their 
effects are so serious that treatment 
is rarely successful unless it is under 
the direction of specialists in a hos­ 
pital, The Federal Government sup­ 
ports two such hospitals which spec­ 
ialize In curing addiction, one at 
Lexington, Kentucky, and the other 
at Ft. Worth, Texas. 
Modern treatment avoids the se­ 
vere symptoms described above. It 
withdraws the addicting drug slowly 
by substituting less harmful drugs. 
The other important part of the 
program is mental and psychiatric 
treatment for the personality diffi­ 
culty which is at the bottom of the 
drug habit.

Answer: There is no definite evi­ 
dence that diet will have any spec­ 
ial effect on a mental disorder.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
More Historic Marin Sites 
Should Be Properly Marked 


There arc in California a total of about 500 
registered historic landmarks. 
And of this total, onlv four are in Marin 
county. There are (1) Capt John Reed s old 
saw mill which gave Mill Valley its name and 
ushered in the period of Marin s importance 
is a lumber producing area, (2» the San Rafael 
mission, (5) the site of the lighter wharf on 
Bdiiias lagoon over which was shipped \ast 
quantities of lumber and copper ore, and (4) 
the old lime kilns near Olema. 
The ratio of four for Marin to 500 for all of 
Caliironia, obvious!}, does not properly reí led 
the importance and significance of our county’s 
place in the history of the state. 
Gif hand we can think of a doren or so 
additional historic sites which should be marked 
in order that the significance of Marin’s history 
may be better understood not only by \ isitors, 
but by ourselves, particularly our newer resi­ 
dents and our school children. 
You might say that Marin, like some eastern 
communities, just reeks with history; but one 
would hardly guess it from a casual examina­ 
tion, for only four places are marked. 
Among those which should be mailed but 
aren’t, here are some that come to mind: 
1. The place in Sausalito where the Spanish 
explorer Manuel De Ayala dropped anchor to 
start the first exploration of San Francisco bay. 
2. The old Marconi wireless station on the 
blutf overlooking Tómales Bay. 
5. Samuel P. Taylor’s paper mill, the first on 
the Pacific coast. 
/ 
4. The Tómales ’’Embarcadero”, center of 
Marin Hie during the period that community 
flourished as a sea port. 
5. Drake’s bay where Germano was ship- 


Í wrecked and from whence he began his docu­ 
mented overland trek to Mexico, providing ui 
with a written record of much of the earliest 
history of California. 
6. Belvedere cove which figured in the Gold 
Rush period as a safe harbor for schooners irom 
{ around the Horn and at the starting point for 
overland hikes to the Mother Lode country. 
7. Ross Landing (at the site of College of 
Marin) from whence were shipped large quanti­ 
ties of lumber during the period that industry 
flourished in the county. 


8. Pt. San Quentin where a prison ship was 
anchored in 1851 before the embryo sute of 
California got around to erecting its first prison 
block (still standing and in use at San Quentin.) 


9. Rancho Olompoli which originally was 
the site of an Indian village and later saw the 
erection of the first adobe in Marin county 
(1776), as well as the only “battle” of the Bear 
Flag “war” and was used as a campsite by Capt. 
John C. Fremont’s forces. 


10. A representative group of Indian village 
sites which ate practically “a dime a dozen” 
about the county, if you know where to look. 


This is by no means a comprehensive nor all- 
inclusive group; there must be a score or more 
equally important. 


But tney serve to show that the four places 
now marked do not in any way represent all the 
high spots in the history of our county. 


It is to the credit of the Marin Historical 
society as a group and to the individuals who 
worked on the project that we do have four 
sites among the 500. (Incidentally, two more 
sites were advocated at the time several years 
ago when tiie registration took place: Drake’s 
bay to commemorate Drake’s landing there and 
Captain Reed’s historic water system at Sausa­ 
lito. These were turned down.) 


Since the recent three-year centennial obser­ 
vance served to reawaken everybody’s interest 
in local history, now seems like an appropriate 
time to renew clforts to have more sites listed 
on the official list and appropriately marked. 


The county historical society would perform 
a great public service and add to iu laurels by 
renewing its efforts in this direction.

NO ONE CAN, I BELIEVE, pre­ 
dict what is going to happen dur­ 
ing 1952 because the course of 
events is not predestined. It will 
be shaped by the estimates, cal­ 
culations and judgments of men, 
particularly of course the leading 
men in the leading governments. 
The great question, it seems to 
me. la whether there is reason 
to think that there is now any­ 
thing like a hard core of agree­ 
ment on what is the situation of 
relative power. This is the kind 
of agreement, in fact the only 
kind of agreement, which is in 
my view now possible between the 
two worlds. 
They cannot colla­ 
borate in any confident way. If 
they can avoid a collision, it will 
be because both make the same 
basic estimate of the balance of 
power between them. 


T H E R E 18 CONSIDERABLE, 
though not conclusive, reason for 
thinking that on both sides of 
the line the basic estimates of the 
responsible and soberest men are 
not radically different. That at 
least ia the way they have all 
been acting—as if all realized that 
neither has decisive military power, 
that both have great deterrent 
power, and that any big change 
in this equilibrium will come not 
by orthodox military action but 
by political developments in our 
orbit, in theirs, or perhaps in 
both. 
During the past year two great 
developments—the Korean war and 
American rearmament—have, it 
seems to me, added great weight 
to this theory. 
A year ago our 
forces in Korea were in a very 
bad way. As 
a matter of fact 
the flower of our army was in 
deadly peril, had the Soviet air 
force and navy been put into 
the battle. In Western Europe the 
way was open. The meager forces 
of the Western nations were dis­ 
persed, and incapable of resistance, 
because they were merely armies 
of occupation. 


IN EUROPE AND THE FAR 
East the dominating military fact 
was that—except for the powerful 
but limited blows which our stra­ 
tegic air force could then strike 
—it would have taken us the usual 
three years to reach full mobili­ 
zation. If was this enormously long 
time lag which, more than any­ 
thing else, made aggression seem 
a safe risk to the Germans in both 
war*. They expectec* to win the 
wars abroad, and to bring the 
conquered peoples Into their own 
camp, before American interven­ 
tion could become effective. 
It 
is often sahd that Hitler would 
not have started the war In the 
West had he known that America 
would fight. Perhaps it would be 
still more accurate to say that he 
would not have started it had 
he known that England would hold 
out while America got ready to 
fight. 
Now, the most important mili­ 
tary development of 1951 has been 
that the time required to mobilize 
the full power of this country 
has been greatly shortened. This 
has been the immense military 
achievement, the inner and far- 
reaching success, of the American 
rearmament. The crucial idea of 
correcting our greatest weakness 
in the two world wars we owe to 
General Marshall and Secretary 
Lovett. 


ON DECEMBER 14. 19M they 
prevailed upon the National Se­ 
curity Council to make shortening 
the time lag the national policy. 
That was in the midst of the re­ 
treat from the Yalu River and in 
the panic and hysteria which pre­ 
vailed in Washington it would 
have been easy to make a lets 
statesmanlike decision. 
The de­ 
cision, however, was to establish 
a capacity for military production 
which would, as General Marshall 
says "reduce toe time required 
for full mobilization." 
This de­ 
cision is being carried out success­ 
fully and, as 1 understand it, with­ 
in the year the usual time lag 
will have been reduced so radical­ 
ly that the United States will be 
able to exert great military power 
from the beginning of any great 
war. 
This is an historic trans­ 
formation in fmerica's position in 
the world. Whatever else is done 
in the way of economizing on the 
military budget, this part of toe 
program should be fully sustained. 
The reduction of the time lag 
ia already so far accomplished 
that the old formula of toe ag­ 
gressor—to conquer and consoli­ 
date gefore America wakes up and 
rearms—has been rendered ob­ 
solete. 
Thinking this, I find it most 
interesting that the Soviet Union 
was passive while with all the 
trumpets blowing and the flags 
flying we advertised our weakness 
and set out to correct it. 


THERE IS NO MORE INTER­ 
ESTING speculation than that— 
than the question, as an eminent 
logician put* it, of "Why not yes­ 
terday?" 
Why did the Kremlin 
not start an aggressive war when 
the Western world was almost dis­ 
armed and was off balance in 
Korea? 
Why did it not start a 
> preventive war when we were en­ 
tangled in Korea and with China 
and were preparing to rearm our­ 
selves and the Europeans and the 
Japanese? 
I have no Idea, of course, how 
Stalin answers these questions 
when he is talking to his own in­ 
timates. 
But X think the most 
reasonable answer that we can 
adopt for ourselves is that desipte 
the West’s military weakness in 
1950, there was no aggressive war 
because the Soviet Union knew 
it could not in the long run be won 
against the comparatively invul­ 
nerable power of America; and that 
there was no preventive war to 
forestall our own rearmament be­ 
cause (1) it could not be prevented, 
but only accelerated, by war and 
(2) that the problem of our re­ 
armament soberly and profession- 
nally examined, shows unmista­ 
kably that It is not designed for, 
or capable of, a preventive war by 
the United Staj.es. 
The ill-in­ 
formed and the irresponsible, may 
talk wildly about "dropping the 
bomb." But those who understand 
the military position best know 
the best that without the active 
assistance of a dozen nations in 
Europe and Asia, not much of the 
military might of this, country can 
be brought to bear upon the Soviet 
Union. 


THIS IS THE MILITARY equi­ 
librium which both worlds, it would 
seem, have found it prudent to 
recognize, not yet In their words 
but, in their deeds.

Uncle Sam Faces Higher 
Interest Rates On Debt

NEW YORK (A*)—Interest rates 
on mortages and on bank loans 
to business are slowly rising. But 
Uncle Sam is still hoping to hold 
down the interest he must pay on 
toe huge federal debt. 


The people he borrows the money 
from—the banks, insurance com­ 
panies. and other private investors 
—have be en clamoring for the 
treasury to issue long-term bonds 
paying more than the present in­ 
terest rate of 24 per cent. 


But the federal debt now tops 
259 billion dollars. Annual inter­ 
est payment totals on it are al­ 
ready high. And any raise in in­ 
terest rates would increase the 
burden on the taxpayers by that 
much more. The treasury, there­ 
fore, is hoping to hold'the inter­ 
est rate at its present level. 


PRIVATE BORROWERS aren’t 
so lucky.

to offer higher interest rates than 
they did a few years ago when 
there was more money around in 
relation to the growing demand for 
it. Business firms are borrowing 
record amounts to expand plants 
and to finance ever-cosUier busi­ 
ness operations. 
Too, many investors have been 
turning to the stock market. With 
common stock prices rising since 
the war, the yield from them has 
been more attractive to many in­ 
vestors than the interest rates the 
government or corporations were 
# offering on their securities. 


BUT THE TREASURY HAS so 
far held to its policy of keeping 
its own interest payments on long­ 
-term bonds down to 24 per cent. 
To do this, the treasury has been 
turning more and more to short­ 
term borrowing—for three months 
or a year—at much lower rates, 
of course, than 24 per cent. When 
an issue of long-term' bonds has 
come up for redemption, the treas­ 
ury has been refunding it with 
more of these short-term issues.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
More Historic Marin Sites 
Should Be Properly Marked 


There are in California a total of about 500 
registered historic landmarks. 
And of this total, only four are in Marin 
county. There are (1) Capt. John Reed’s old 
saw mill which gave Mill Valley its name and 
ushered in the period of Marin’s importance 
as a lumber producing area, (2) the San Rafael 
mission, (3) the site of the lighter wharf on 
Bolinas lagoon over which was shipped vast 
quantities of lumber and copper ore, and (4) 
the old lime kilns near Olema, 
The ratio of four for Marin to 500 for all of 
CaJifronia, obviously, does not properly reflect 
the importance and significance of our county’s 
place in the history of the state. 
Off hand we can think of a doren or so 
additional historic sites which should be marked 
in order that the significance of Marin’s history 
may be better understood not only by visitors, 
but by ourselves, particularly our newer resi­ 
dents and our school children. 
You might say that Marin, like some eastern 
communities, just reeks with history; but one 
would hardly guess it from a casual examina­ 
tion, for only lour places are marked. 
Among those which should be marked but 
aren’t, here are some that come to mind: 
1. The place in Sausalito where the Spanish 
explorer Manuel De Ayala dropped anchor to 
start the first exploration of San Francisco bay. 
2. The old Marconi wireless station on the 
bluff overlooking Tómales Bay. 
3. Samuel P. Taylor’s paper mill, the first on 
the Pacific coast. 
¿ 


4. The Tómales “Embarcadero”, center of 
Marin life during the period that community 
flourished as a sea port. 
5. Drake’s bay where Cermano was ship­ 
wrecked and from whence he began his docu­ 
mented overland trek to Mexico, providing us 
with a written record of much of the earliest 
history of California. 
6. Belvedere cove which figured in the Gold 
Rush period as a safe harbor for schooners from 
around the Horn and as the starting point for 
overland hikes to the Mother Lode country. 
7. Ross Landing (at the site of College of 
Marin) from whence were shipped large quanti­ 
ties of lumber during the period that industry 
flourished in the county. 


8. Pt. San Quentin where a prison ship was 
anchored in 1851 before the embryo state of 
California got around to erecting its first prison 
block (still standing and in use at San Quentin.) 


9. Rancho Olompoli which originally was 
the site of an Indian village and later saw the 
erection of the first adobe in Marin county 
(1776), as well as the only “battle” of the Bear 
Flag “war” and was used as a campsite by Capt. 
John C. Fremont’s forces. 


10. A representative group of Indian village 
sites which are practically “a dime a dozen” 
about the county, if you know where to look. 


This is by no means a comprehensive nor all- 
inclusive* group; there must be a score or more 
equally important. 


But ttiey serve to show that the four places 
now marked do not in any way represent all the 
high spots in the history of our county. 


It is to the credit of the Marin Historical 
society as a group and to the individuals who 
worked on the project that we do have four 
sites among the 500. (Incidentally, two more 
sites were advocated at the time several years 
ago when the registration took place: Drake’s 
bay to commemorate Drake’s landing there and 
Captain Reed’s historic water system at Sausa­ 
lito. These were turned down.) 


Since the recent three-year centennial obser­ 
vance served to reawaken everybody’s interest 
in local history, now seems like an appropriate 
time to renew efforts to have more sites listed 
on the official list and appropriately marked. 


The county historical society would perform 
a great public service and add to its laurels by 
renewing its efforts in this direction.

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NO ONE CAN, I BELIEVE, pre­ 
dict what is going to happen dur­ 
ing 1952 because the course of 
events Is not predestined. It will 
be shaped by the estimates, cal­ 
culations and judgments of men, 
particularly of course the leading 
men in the leading governments. 
The great question, it seems to 
me, is whether there is reason 
to think that there is now any­ 
thing like a hard core of agree­ 
ment on what is the situation of 
relative power. 
This is the kind 
of agreement, in fact the only 
kind of agreement, which is in 
my view now possible between the 
two worlds. 
They cannot colla­ 
borate in any confident way. 
If 
they can avoid a collision, It will 
be because both make the same 
basic estimate of the balance of 
power between them. 


T H E R E IS CONSIDERABLE, 
though not conclusive, reason for 
thinking that on both sides of 
the line the basic estimates of the 
responsible and soberest men are 
not radically different. 
That at 
least is the way they have all 
been acting—as if all realized that 
neither has decisive military power, 
that both have great deterrent 
power, and that any big change 
in this equilibrium will come not 
by orthodox military action but 
by political developments in our 
orbit, in theirs, or perhaps in 
both. 
During the past year two great 
developments—the Korean war and 
American rearmament — have, it 
seems to me, added great weight 
to this theory. 
A year ago our 
forces in Korea were in a very 
bad way. 
As 
a matter of fact 
the flower of our army was in 
deadly peril, had the Soviet air 
force and navy been put into 
the battle. In Western Europe the 
way was open. The meager forces 
of the Western nations were dis- * 
persed, and incapable of resistance, 
because they were merely armies 
of occupation. 


ON DECEMBER 14, I960 they 
prevailed upon the National Se­ 
curity Council to make shortening 
the time lag the national policy. 
That was in the midst of the re­ 
treat from the Yalu River and in 
the panic and hysteria which pre­ 
vailed in Washington it would 
have been easy to make a less 
statesmanlike decision. 
The de­ 
cision, however, was to establish 
a capacity for military production 
which would, as General Marshall 
says "reduce the time required 
for full mobilization." 
This de­ 
cision Is being carried out success­ 
fully and, as I understand it, with­ 
in the year the usual time lag 
will have been reduced so radical­ 
ly that the United States will be 
able to exert great military power 
from the beginning of any great 
war. 
This is an historic trans­ 
formation in America’s position in 
the world. Whatever else is done 
In the way of economizing on the 
military budget, this part of the 
program should be fully sustained. 


The reduction of the time lag 
Is already so far accomplished 
that the old formula of the ag­ 
gressor—to conquer and consoli­ 
date gefore America wakes up and 
rearms—has been rendered ob­ 
solete. 
Thinking this, I find it most 
interesting that the Soviet Union 
was passive while with all the 
trumpets blowing and the flags 
flying we advertised our weakness 
and set out to correct it.

IN EUROPE AND THE FAR 
East the dominating military fact 
was that—except for the powerful 
but limited blow’s which our stra­ 
tegic air force could then strike 
—it would have taken us the usual 
three years to reach full mobili­ 
zation. It was this enormously long 
time lag which, more than any­ 
thing else, made aggression seem 
a safe risk to the Germans in both 
wars. 
They expectec. to win the 
wars abroad, and to bring the 
conquered peoples Into their own 
camp, before American interven­ 
tion could become effective. 
It 
is often saiid that Hitler would 
not have started the war In the 
West had he known that America 
would ffghfc. Perhaps it would be 
still more accurate to say that he 
would not have started it had 
he known that England would hold 
out while America got ready to 
fight. 
Now, the most Important mili­ 
tary development of 1951 has been 
that the time required to mobilize 
the full power of this country 
has been greatly shortened. This 
has been the immense military 
achievement, the inner and far- 
reaching success, of the American 
rearmament. The crucial idea of 
correcting our greatest weakness 
in the two world wars we owe to 
General Marshall and Secretary 
Lovett. 


THERE IS NO MORE INTER­ 
ESTING speculation than that— 
than the question, as an em men t 
logician put* It, of "Why not yes­ 
terday?" 
Why did the Kremlin 
not start an aggressive war when 
the Western world was almost dis­ 
armed and was off balance in 
Korea? 
Why did it not start a 
, preventive war when we were en­ 
tangled in Korea and with China 
and were preparing to rearm our­ 
selves and the Europeans and the 
Japanese? 
I have no Idea, of course, how 
Stalin 
answers 
these 
questions 
when he is talking to his own in­ 
timates. 
But I think the most 
reasonable answer that we can 
adopt for ourselves Is that desipte 
the West's military weakness in 
1950, there was no aggressive war 
because the Soviet Union knew 
it could not in the long run be won 
against the comparatively Invul­ 
nerable power of America; and that 
there was no prpventive war to 
forestall our own rearmament be­ 
cause (1) it could not be prevented, 
but only accelerated, by war and 
(2) that the problem of our re­ 
armament soberly and profession- 
nally examined, shows unmista­ 
kably that it is not designed for, 
or capable of, a preventive war by 
the United States. 
The ill-in- 
formed and* the irresponsible, may 
talk wildly about "dropping the 
bomb." But those who understand 
the military position best know 
the best that without the active 
assistance of a dozen nations in 
Europe and Asia, not much of the 
military might of this, country can 
be brought to bear upon the Soviet 
Union. 


THIg IS THE MILITARY equi­ 
librium which both worlds, it would 
seem, have found it prudent to 
recognize, not yet in their words 
but, in their deeds.

THE WORLD TODAY 
Uncle Sam Faces Higher 
Interest Rates On Debt 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (flP)—Interest rates 
on mortages and on bank loan* 
to business are slowly rising. But 
Uncle Sam Is still hoping to hold 
down the interest he must pay on 
the huge federal debt. 


The people he borrows the money 
from—the banks, insurance com­ 
panies, and other private investors 
—have b e e n clamoring for the 
treasury to issue long-term bonds 
paying more than the present in­ 
terest rate of V é per cent. 


But the federal debt now tops 
259 billion dollars. Annual inter­ 
est payment totals on it are al­ 
ready high. And any raise in in­ 
terest rates would increase the 
burden on the taxpayers by that 
much mora. The treasury, there­ 
fore, is hoping to hold'the Inter­ 
est rate at its present level. 


PRIVATE BORROWERS aren’t 
so lucky. Banks now charge 3 per 
cent on prime commercial loans. 
This is twice what business fiirms 
with the highest credit ratings had 
to pay the banks In the 1935-47 
period before Interest rates started 
their slow climb. 


Corporate 
bond 
prices 
have 
dropped, too, so that the yield on 
them is 
rising 
gradually. 
And 
corporations seeking to sell new 
securities to the public have had 


to offer higher interest rates than 
they did a few years ago when 
there was more money around In 
relation to the growing demand for 
it. 
Business firms are borrowing 
record amounts to expand plants 
and to finance ever-costlier busi­ 
ness operations.

THOSE 
SCORES, 
dear reader, are the cold, plain, and 
simple facts of the past six Rose Bowls fought between the Pacific 
Coast Conference and the Big Ten Conference. Only three games 
have been at all close, the others soon turned into routes, yea, 
disasters and calamities. 
There have been many suggestions to 
remedv this evil such as abandon the Rose Bowl altogether, for­ 
get the agreement with the Big Ten (at least for the next few 
yean), or substitute a Pro Bowl lor Rose Bowl. 
We hope the 
latter never comes to pass. There's nothing wrong with a post­ 
season bowl for Coast colleges, it’s good stimulating stuff for the 
regular season. Let the pros have their own bowl and let’s keep 
the Rose Bowl on the college level. 


Maybe one scribe hit the nail on the head when he suggest­ 
ed that Midwest football is considered to be a science with a great 
deal of skill involved. Here on the Coast it is looked upon as just 
a game. That would imply then that there is plenty of hard work 
ahead for PCC football mentors. Now we contend and have con­ 
sistent! v yapped about, for the past months, that the basis of 
football is, after all, g<x*I. sound, fundamentals. 
In the 1952 
Rose Bowl, for example, Stanford’s blocking and tackling left 
something more to be desired. 


When a prospective football star enters college, as a rule it 
will take him a good two seasons to become accustomed to that 
college’s s\stem as far as fundamental are concerned. 
We be­ 
lieve that here is the true strength of Big Ten football. Illinios 
was a sound fundamental team — it executed its blocks and tackles 
with ease and finesse. 


WHAT DOES 1 HIS all add up to then, vou ask? It means 
this — there should be more emphasis placed on high school 
football on the Pacific Coast. It seems to us very unfair to put 
most of the burden on just one coach who has to act not only 
in that capacity but also as trainer, manager, supervisor, etc, 
for 20 to 50 varsity plaxers. How can one man impart his know­ 
ledge to guards, tackles, ends, quarterbacks, halfbacks, and futl- 
badks under such conditions. He can t, let’s face it And if he 
can’t, how are college-eligible gridders going to be thoroughly 
trained in fundamentals by the time they are ready to enter 
the universi ty level? * 
* 


The second point we would like to make is in regard to 
what an Illini official stated after the Rose Bowl. 
It was this: 
"We won the game because Midwestern boys have more desire 
to play the game. The bovs on both sides were six feet tall and 
weighed around 200 pounds. Our boys just won’t give up.” We 
don’t believe that Midwestern footballers are supermen, they’re 
not. 
But, they have instilled in them that “will to win” from 
high school. 
Practically each Midwest state has its own state 
champion. California does not. In fact this state does not even 
have any recognized northern California champ because there 
is no play-off system setup. 


And that, friends, is our explanation why »he Coast has taken 
it on the chin for six years and will continue to do until the 
high school situation is improved and strengthened.

— Mary­ 
land’s 28-13 football upset victory 
over Tennessee in the New Year's 
Day Sugar Bowl in New Orleans 
should go down in Terrapin history 
as a “mission well accomplished.” , 
Maryland as a football power 
might strike many as a sudden de­ 
velopment. But it’s no such thing. 
The handwriting on the wan has 
been evident for at least five years. 
The past season’s undefeated record 
and third ranking in The Associated 
Press poll were not a stroke of luck. 
POST-WAR EFFORT 
Maryland set out openly to build 
Up football when it hired Jim Ta­ 
tum as coach It was a post-war 
effort by Dr. H. C. Byrd, a player 
himself and Maryland coach from 
1912-1934, to go along with the 
growth of the university once known 
as a “cow college.” 
Before Tatum, Byrd had hired 
such coaches ax Clarence (Doc) 
Spears, Clark Shaughnessy and Paul 
»Bear) Bryant in an effort to put 
Maryland on the national football 
map. 
The arrival of Tatum, 33. in 1947, 
started an era the likes of which 
Maryland had never experienced in 
football since it started in 1892. 
After his first season of winning 
seven, losing two and tying two, 
Maryland tied Georgia 20-20 in the 
’Gator Bowl in Jacksonville. 
Two years later, Maryland was 
beaten only o.'ce by Michigan State, 
14-7, and returned to the 'Gator 
Bowl to whip Missouri 20-7. 
CAUGHT UNAWARES 
Maryland in 1950 got caught un­ 
awares by Georgia in an opener in 
the hot South, but bounced back. 
Navy, met for the first time in 16 
years, took a 35-21 shellacking. Then 
Maryland trounced Michigan State, 
34-7, for the only Spartan setback. 
Maryland seemed to be on the 
way to the national recognition it

was seeking. But inexplicably, it was 
tied by North Carolina and North 
Carolina State. 
Despite two past bowl appear­ 
ances and a four-year record of 29 
victories, nine defeats and three ties, 
Maryland still was only another uni­ 
versity playing football to the aver­ 
age fan when 1951 started. 
But the word got around that 
“this is Maryland's year.” And so 
the march through Washington Si 
Lee, George Washington, Georgia, 
North Carolina.

State and West Virginia was not too 
startling. 


TATUM IS SALESMAN 
Tatum is recognized as one of the 
best young “salesmen” in football. 
He stuck close to home, to adjacent 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia and 
New Jersey, in persuading promising 
high school athletes to come to 
Maryland.

Sportsmen 
who 
receive 
little 
credit for the excellent job they do 
are the reserve wardens who work 
with the Fish and Game depart­ 
ment 
, 


These men work as an auxiliary 
to the regular wardens traveling 
hundreds of miles each month with­ 
out pay or expenses, furnishing their 
own uniforms, equipment and side- 
arms as well as transportation. The 
reserve wardens 
do a big job in 
s u p p 1 ementing 
the regular staff 
of the bureau of 
patrol. 
Obviously all 
serious s p o r t s ­ 
men cannot be 
reserve wardens. 
But o t h e r law 
abiding hunters 
an d 
fishermen 
who b e 11 e v e in 
conservation of 
sources and a fair break for all can 
adopt the same attitude toward 
their sport as those in the organized 
reserve. 


NOT VIOLATORS 
The great bulk of those who go 
to the outdoors for their recreation 
are not law violators, nor fish and 
game bogs. They derive, I believe, 
as much satisfaction in pursuit of 
their sport and in being closer to 
nature for a little while as they do 
in the bags of fish and game they 
bring home. 


But, there is a small minority who 
hunt and fish who are not satis­ 
fied with the amount of game per­ 
mitted by law not the rules laid 
down for the taking and who con­ 
tinually cheat on both the law and 
the honest sportsmen. 
That second group is a small ml-4 
nortty, but in a state with around 
a million anglers and half a mil­ 
lion hunters even a fraction of a

percent of cheaters can take a huge 
toll of fish and game. 
BIG JOB 
With the great numbers of fisher­ 
man and hunters as we have in 
California the maintenance of the 
fish and game population is a tre­ 
mendous job at the best. And the 
task is multiplied by those who take 
over-limits, who thoughtlessly de­ 
stroy undersize and too young fish, 
who pollute streams and otherwise 
help destroy the habitat in which 
our wildlife exists. 
But. until sportsmen generally 
come to realize this, and to under­ 
stand that the violators are not just 
fudging on some intangible thing 
called “the law,” but are stealing 
from the honest sportsman a part 
of his chance to enjoy his recrea­ 
tion, the hope of making any ap­ 
preciable dent in the ranks of the 
chislers is not great. 
Of course, thousands are arrested 
and fined yearly. Probably more go 
free than are caught. And I do not 
imply that our game wardens are 
not doing a swell job. They are. I 
don’t know a warden who doesn’t 
work far more hours than any job 
calls for. They undergo hundreds of 
inconveniences and in many in­ 
stances suffer real hardships to get 
their job done. 
MUST HAVE SUPPORT 
I simply do not think it lis pos­ 
sible to put enough wardens in the 
field to check all the chislers unless 
they get the active 6uppotr of the 
sportsmen. 
When the sportsmen themselves 
take some responsibility for the pro­ 
tection of the resources which pro­ 
vide their pleasure; when men and 
women who refuse to tolerate other 
types of law violation adopt the 
same attitude toward fish and game 
chislers there will be real hope that 
the situation can be improved.

Actor Frank 
Fay, who was serving as master of 
ceremonies, was made impromptu I 
dr:ve chairman as friends and grad­ 
uates of the university rose one* 
by one to pledge their financial sup- j 
port. 


The Rev. Lorenzo Malone, SJ.. a! 
member of Loyola’s board of ath­ 
letic control, explained the univer- j 
sity’s reasons for abolishing foot-j 
ball as a losing proposition and told 
1.000 guests at the Biltmore hotel:; 
“I’m not promising anything im-s 
mediate, but I believe that the! 
financial problems can be solved.” ; 
It was then that the donation 
pledges began rolling in. 
Asked how much would be needed 
to put Loyola back in the collegi­ 
ate football ranks, the Rev. Malone 
said hfe could not state a sum offi­ 
cially but believed the chances 1 
would be good for a 1952 Lion team 
if the school could raise $75,000. 
Head football coach Jordan Olivar 
and his assistants, John McKenna,« 
Jerry Neri and Harry Acquarelli, 
were present at the banquet, * and 
school officials asked them to post­ 
pone accepting future commitments 
for the time being. 


The pledges ran as high as $5,000. 
The mother of the L ions’ ace passer, 
Don Klosterman, pledged $100 to 
the fund. 


After last spring practice, only 
the “58 best” were listed on hi* 
roster. 
How true this waa for seventeen 
players carried the ball across the 
goal to run up 353 points, an aver­ 
age 39.2, best in the nation. 
Strangely enough, Tatum is recog­ 
nized primarily for his defensive 
ability. His Terrapins allowed only 
62 points. 
OFFENSE GOOD 
Offensively, Maryland was second 
best ill the country with 423.3 yards 
per game and third in rushing with 
322.9 yards. 
That was the best performance by 
a major team. 
The plethora of good players pul 
a strain on All-America observers. 
The Associated Press named Bob 
Ward as a repeater at guard and the 
Modzele^ski brothers, Fullback Ed 
and TV Je Dick, for the second 
team. 
But actually Maryland has so 
many potentials it’s impossible to 
say from where lightning will strike.

THOSE

That would imply then that there is plenty of hard work 
ahead for PCC football mentors. Now we contend and have con­ 
sistently yapped about, for the past months, that the basis of 
football is, after all, goc*d, sound, fundamentals. 
In the 1952 
Rose Bowl, for example, Stanford's blocking and tackling left 
something more to be desired. 


When a prospective football star enters college, as a rule it 
will take him a good two seasons to become accustomed to that 
college's system as far as fundamentals are concerned. 
We be­ 
lieve that here is the true strength of Big Ten football. 
Illinios 
was a sound fundamental team — it executed its blocks and tackles 
with ease and finesse. 


W HAT DOES THIS all add up to then, you ask? It means 
this — there should be more emphasis placed on high schoo 
football on the Pacific Coast. 
It seems to us very unfair to put 
most of the burden on just one coach who has to act not only 
in that capacity but also as trainer, manager, supervisor, etc. 
for 20 to 30 varsity players. How can one man impart his know 
ledge to guards, tackles, ends, quarterbacks, halfbacks, and full 
backs under such conditions. 
He can’t, let’s face it. And if he 
can’t, how are college-eligible gridders going to be thoroughly 
trained in fundamentals by the time they are ready to enter 
the university level? ‘ 


The second point we would like to make is in regard to 
what an Ulini official stated after the Rose Bowl. 
It was this 
"We won the game because Midwestern boys have more desire 
to play the game. The boys on both sides were six feet tall anc 
weighed around 200 pounds. Our boys just won’t give up." We 
don’t believe that Midwestern footballers are supermen, they’re 
not. 
But, they have instilled in them that “will to win" from 
high school. 
Practically each Midwest state has its ow.n state 
champion. California does not. In fact this state does not even 
have any recognized northern California champ because there 
is no play-off system setup. 


And that, friends, is our explanation why the Coast has taken 
it on the chin for six yearn and will continue to do until the 
high school situation is improved and strengthened.

That second group is a small mi­ 
nority, but in a state with around 
a million anglers and half a mil­ 
lion hunters even a fraction of a 


percent of cheaters can take a huge 
toll of fish and game. 


BIG JOB 
With the great numbers of fisher­ 
man and hunters as we have In 
California the maintenance of the 
fish and game population is a tre­ 
mendous job at the best. And the 
task is multiplied by those who take 
over-limits, who thoughtlessly de­ 
stroy undersize and too young fish, 
who pollute streams and otherwise 
help destroy the habitat in which 
our wildlife exists. 
But, until sportsmen , generally 
come to realize this, and to under­ 
stand that the violators are not Just 
fudging on some intangible thing 
called "the law,” but are stealing 
from the honest sportsman a part 
of his chance to enjoy his recrea­ 
tion, the hope of making any ap­ 
preciable dent in the ranks of the 
chislers is not great. 
Of course, thousands are arrested 
and fined yearly. Probably more go 
free than are caught. And I do not 
imply that our game wardens are 
not doing a swell job. They are. I 
don’t know a warden who doesn’t 
work far more hours than any job 
calls for. They undergo hundreds of 
inconveniences and in many in­ 
stances suffer real hardships to get 
their job done. 
MUST HAVE SUPPORT 
I simply do not think it is pos­ 
sible to put enough wardens in the 
field to check all the chislers unless 
they get the active suppotr of the 
sportsmen. 
When the sportsmen themselves 
take some responsibility for the pro­ 
tection of the resources which pro­ 
vide their pleasure; when men and 
women who refuse to tolerate other 
types of law violation adopt the 
same attitude toward fish and game 
chislers there will be real hope that 
the situation can be improved.

Storm Slows Cream Shipment; 
Price Of Butter Increases

Retail prices of several important 
food items pushed a little higher in 
this first week of the new year. 
Butter rose two to six cents a 
pound In most places as production 
declined when storms slowed ship­ 
ment of cream. Some beef cuts, par­ 
ticularly prime rib roasts, were 
marked up a few cents In many 
stores. Lamb and chicken edged 
higher. 
TOMATOES STILL HIGH 
In fresh produce departments, 
potatoes, onions, new cabbage, cauli­ 
flower, celery, radishes, sweet pota­ 
toes aqd citrus fruits — especially 
tangerines — all averaged higher. 
Tomatoes and lettuce, though about 
unchanged from last week, continu­ 
ed relatively high. 
Retailers said canned milk prob­ 
ably would advance a penny or two 
within the next couple of weeks, re­ 
flecting higher costs for fhzid milk. 
Eggs led the small number of 
foods running counter to the up­ 
trend this week, dropping two to six 
Cvnts a dozen In major store chains 
and Independents. Production is cm 
the seasonal upswing now and trade 
sources report that a 2 to 4 per cent 
Increase in laying flocks should soon 
put additional pressure on egg juices. 


CARROTS HIGH 
Cucumbers and peppers were 
about the only fresh vegetables gen­ 
erally lower tills week. Carrots and 
old cabbage were down slightly in 
some places. Snap 
and egg, 
plant were abundant and relatively 
low prices. So were green Italian 
squash and yellow straig^t-neck 
squash. Distant markets received 
their first volume shipments of rhu­ 
barb from Michigan hothouses.

food items pushed a little higher in 
this first week of the new year. 
Butter rose two to six cents 
pound in most places as production 
declined when storms slowed ship 
ment of cream. Some beef cuts, par 
ticularly prime rib roasts, were 
marked up a few cents in many 
stores. Lamb and chicken edged 
higher. 
TOMATOES STILL HIGH 
In fresh produce departments, 
potatoes, onions, new cabbage, cauli­ 
flower, celery, radishes, sweet pota­ 
toes and citrus fruits — especially 
tangerine# — all averaged higher. 
Tomatoes and lettuce, though about 
unchanged from last week, continu­ 
ed relatively high. 
Retailers said canned milk prob­ 
ably would advance a penny or two 
within the next couple of weeks, re­ 
flecting higher costs for fluid milk. 
Eggs led the small number of 
foods running counter to the up­ 
trend this week, dropping two to six 
c«.nts a dozen in major store chains 
and independents. Production is on 
the seasonal upswing now and trade 
sources report that a 2 to 4 per cent 
increase in laying flocks should soon 
put additional pressure on egg prices. 
CARROTS HIGH 
Cucumbers and peppers we r e 
about the only fresh vegetables gen­ 
erally lower this week. Carrots and 
old cabbage were down slightly in 
some places. Snap beans and egg­ 
plant were abundant and relatively 
ow prices. So were green Italian 
squash and yellow straigjit-neck 
squash. Distant markets received 
their first volume shipments of rhu­ 
barb from Michigan hothouses.

chains and independents for the 
next few days showed little unifor­ 
mity. Most stores held their fresh 
and smoked ham prices at the 
special pre-new year’s day levels, 
but otherwise their meat features 
varied from sliced bacon and frank­ 
furters to pork loin roasts, leg of 
lamb and Wisconsin geese. Other 
advertised leaders: Frozen halibut 
steaks, frying chickens, canned pork 
and beans and canned hash, oat­ 
meal, split peas, dried prunes, gra­ 
ham crackers, fresh string beans, 
carrots and oranges. 
ORANGE PRODUCTS 
The agriculture department head­ 
lined processed orange products as 
the week’s most plentiful food for 
thrifty buying. 
Food. market observers reported 


that processors’ holdings of canned 
tomatoes and corn in both the east 
and midwest are unusually light, in­ 
dicating 
that 
somewhat 
higher 
prices for those items may be on the 
way in the next several months. 
Canned green beans and several of 
the major fruits, with the exception 
of fruit cocktail and pineapple, also 
were said to be showing price firm­ 
ness. 
Price stabilizer Michael V. Disalle 
said a 2,000-store survey over the 
past few months showed retail food 
prices were averaging, about 4 per 
cent below their ceilings. 
FRESNO TRICING’ 
He’s going to try “community pric­ 
ing” in about a month in Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., Fresno, and Fargo, N, D. 
Food stores will be required to post 


doUara-and-cent# ceilings on 350 to 
400 food items, with the prices iden­ 
tical for aU stores in the same class 
in each of $he cities. The price pos­ 
ters will be revised every two weeks, 
oftener if necessary. 
If this test indicates the com­ 
munity-wide system will prove as 
feasible or desirable as it was during 
World War II, it will be used 
throughout the nation, Disalle said.
